14. - ( U P ) — Favor­ 
able weather came to the ald of tho 
farmers of Minnesota during August 
and materially increased crop pros­ 
pects.

bushels over tho forecast as of Aug­ 
ust I, Paul lf. Kirk, federal agricul- 
urtnl statistician, reported 
In

September crop report today. 
Tho 
report also indicates a 
slight 
in­ 
crease in spring wheat, barley and 
(lax, hut a drop of nearly 2,000,000 
bushels in the forecast production of 
oats. 
“Timely 
rains 
and 
a 
week 
of 
warm weather Improved corn pros­ 
pects inc \fery section of the state,” 
Kirk’s report said. 
“ However, af 
least two weeks of very favorable 
weather is needed 
to 
mature 
the 
corn crop. 
If the crop matures, it 
will help the general crop situation 
in the southwestern and central por­ 
tions of the state. 
The condition of corn September 
I was 79 per cent of normal, fore­ 
casting an acre yield of 34.7 bushels 
or a total production of 156,000,000 
bushels. 
The 1925 production was 
156.852.000 bushels and 
the 
five 
year average 14 4.659,000 bushels. 
“Spring wheat condition Septem­ 
ber I was 70 per cent of normal or 
two per cent below the September 
IO year average. 
The forecast acre 
yield is 12.5 bushels and the produc­ 
tion 25,185,000 bushels. 
This Is an 
Increase of one million bushels over 
the August forecast hut one million 
bushels less than last year and near­ 
ly one million bushels less than the 
five year average. 
“Oats, due to an unfavorable sea­ 
son for filling, are a short crop,” the

Forecast produc­ 
tion is 2,765,000

more than one-half of the 1925 pro­ 
duction. 
Pastures improved in condition. 
Apples: Forecast production of 1,- 
391,000 bushels as compared to 940,- 
000 bushels last year. 
Better pasturage resulted 
in an 
increased milk production. Egg pro­ 
duction is about seasonable. 
Labor supply is 94 per cent of 
normal and demand is 91 per cent, 
dissipating the impression that Min­ 
nesota would he shy of harvest help.

The point, however, may arise in the Nebraska case, that only 
liquor law* violators have been singled out for this bread and water 
diet penalty. 
If persons, conv feted of other crimes as reprehensi­ 
ble as breaking liquor laws, are not subject to a bread and water 
diet, then there is ground for a case to the higher courts.

Attorneys

LIMITING THEFORWARD PASS 


Ry HENRY L. FARRELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Sept. 14.—Experiments in limiting the defensive use of the 
I forward pass and curbing it as an indiscriminating offensive weapon will 
| provide one of th ? interesting features of the coming football season. 
After long deliberation on complaints that the forward pass was being 
used defensively 'by many teams as a 
means of stalling and killing time late 
| in a game, the males committee last 
winter changed the rules to impose 
1 penalty of five ya-rds, as well as the 
loss of a down, in each instance where 
a team makes more than one incompleted 
forward pass during the same 
series of four downs. 
Opinion as to the merits of the new rule and its effect upon the open game 
is fairly well divided among the coaches. 
Veterans of the old school, who 
have offered all the resistance possible to the introduction of “basket ball” 
tactics in the game welcomed what they considered a return to real football 
Younger coaches criticized the rule as a curb on a department of the game 
that has made it' the most popular of all outdoor games. 
Knute Rockne, Notre Dame coach, however, is one of those who believe 
that the new rule will have very little effect upon the game either from the 
viewpoint of a player or a spectator. 
His opinion should be worth something 
as he has been one of the foremost in the development of the forward pass. 
Another change, designed to curb the use of a safety as a defensive 
weapon, forces the team scoring the safety to put the ball In play by a kick 
from its own twenty yard line. 
In several games last year, a team in the lead committed deliberated safe­ 
ties in order to kill time and prevent the opposing team from getting a chance 
to tie the score or win the game. 
In one game safeties were committed pur­ 
posely and the committing team won the game by a score of 7 to 0. 
There are more intersectional games than ever on the schedule this year 
and that Is saying quite a lot as the field has been all cluttered up with 
them in increasing numbers every season since the war. 
The peak of the season will be reached on October 30 with a flock of the 
most interesting games of the season. 
On that day the menu will include Yale against the Army; Navy against 
Michigan; Columbia against Cornell; Dartmouth against Brown; Notre Dame 
agaist Georgia Tech; Holy Cross against Dayton; Illinois against Pennsyl­ 
vania; Lafayette against Washington and Jefferson; Princeton against Swarth­ 
more; Stanford against Southern California; West Virginia against Mis­ 
souri and Wisconsin against Minnesota. 
An interesting feature of the Western conference schedule provides for 
two games between Michigan and Minnesota and also for the first time the 
west will get a look at the Army-Navy game, which is expected to draw more 
than 100,000 spectators to the municipal stadium in Chicago.
